Alter a month of fairly steady activity, things seem to have returned to "normal" at 
I huied Patriot Radio. Then activity is not always daily, but they have been heard on a 
consistent basis lor mosl of the days in the second half of July and the first hair of 
August. Normally they are on 6900 kHz in upper sideband mode, but Hud Stacey noted 
Ihem a month ago on 6880 kHz at 0210 UTC on July 14. In more recent days the 6900 
kHz channel has been their exclusive home, but this is of course subject to change 
pending future developments. 

I've seen plenty of loggings of United Patriol Radio on 6900 kHz. Rich D'Angelo and I 
pulled one in on August 18 at 0200 while testing my Ten Ice 340 receiver at a remote 
site. They gave occasional ID's even during relays of other shows such as the "Yahweh" 
program. Clary Neal heard them on 6900U on July 3! at 01:45-02:00 UTC. He noted an 
ID during the commercials when they asked lor donations via Steve Anderson There 
have been numerous other loppings of the station. If you tunc ,n lor an hour or so before 
or after 0200 UTC on 6900U, you can't miss them on most nights, I he signal icnnuis a 
powerhouse. 

Some sideshows continue with the patriot movement and developments at the station. For 
instance, our own loin Sevan forwarded the following message: 

"As Steve Anderson began his show Friday night, he paused to lake a phone call., he 
came hack on the atr to say that the caller was Charlie Puckctt. Anderson reported that "a 
major shake-up is in progress" within the Kentucky State Militia. Puckell was said to 
have indicated that a split has occurred over Puckett's appearance as host of the "Militia 
I lour" earlier in the week. As a result of these internal problems, Puckctt has canceled 
the Aug. 10-12 training. Anderson reported that this will not clTcct I 'PR and that those 
who lell KSM will regret it. lie felt it was time for the whincrs and paper pushers to 
leave anyway. Anderson said he will gel a hold of his people, including the KY Riflemen 
Mum., and come to Puckett's aid. He said that Puckctt has "had it" with the whincrs, the 
toilet paper miliita' folks, (non-serious participants)." But, a note via Tom Sevart from 
Honnie" on the next day said that, "Steve Anderson announced tonight over United 
Patriot Radio that Charlie Puckctt "worked things out" and the KSM multi-slate gathering 
"ill go forward aller all. Aug. 10-12. at Charlie Puckett's place." 

Meanwhile, an August 4 posting by W. Williams of Michigan in Cumbre OX relayed

the HI R comments. Me personally. I find the macho comments frequently made on 
l amed Patriot Radio" a bit too Walter Mulish lor me. Hut then, "frecdom'of speech- 
makes the world work." 

Mining further, lorn Sevan comments, "I still can't believe that CRW & co. consider 
UPR to be a political pirate rather than a clandestine. I hey claim lhat since th tc's no 
political backing, then it's no! a clandestine However. ,! appears that' Anderson V, ,s the 
support of numerous "patriots" out there. In fact, the appearance of Charlie Puckctt on 
the station this week should show that he has al least some backing, even though the 
KSM olhcialK doesn't support the station. Hut if Anderson has the support of the 
Kentucky Riflemen Mililia or the United America Parlv lhat he always advertises then it 
would appear lhat he has the backing of some political movement."

Lave lillle ...en. I his raises the interesting (if trivial) 'point that the ollkial policy of 
(limine D.X has always been lo overtly prohibit the coverage of pirates in its pages. This 
policy was .he reason why Free Radio Weekly was created in the first place. Yet, despite 
the continuing classification of UPR as a pirate by Cumbre, that newsletter continues to 
cover news Iron, the station. The Cumbre coverage has been excellent, and I hope that it 
continues. But. as Tom Sevart notes above, it raises an interesting interna] contradiction 
within Cumbre DX, 

In another matter, in a July 26 UPR logging in Free Radio Weekly. John Scdlacck of 
Nebraska said that Steve Anderson quoted a considerable amount of coverage of UPR 
from The ACE. noting that we have printed some inaccuracies at limes, and expressing 
some puzzlement about who Jimmy the Weasel is. Perhaps United Patriot Militia Bingo 
can include some Jimmy the Weasel material in their shows, so that Steve Anderson 
might be able lo expand his awareness of the North American pirate radio scene. In case 
Steve is reading this again, Jimmy the Weasel is noted for his oil-key singing, notably his 
rendition of "God Damn You. You Are Through." The song title is not directed at UPR, 
but is instead directed at Jimmy's "sorry" listeners and their immediate female relatives. 
Jimmy's reputation for irascible cynicism is well established in pirate radio circles. 

In any event, if this doesn't sound interesting to you, then you're probably not interested 
in pirate or clandestine radio. The rest of us would be well advised to cheek out Steve 
Anderson's United Patriot Radio on 6900 kHz.

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RADIO IMPACTO SUCCESSOR ASSASSINATED 



Veteran DXer Don Moore's Petapluma web site is a well known fixture in our hobby. His 
current hltp://<lonmoorc.tripod.com UR1. is the place to go for Don's very informative 
shortwave radio information. Via DXplorcr. Don relays the following message that he 
received aboul the assassination of Parmeiiio Medina, who purchased the medium wave 
license of CIA-sponsored Radio Impaclo in Costa Rica. Don notes the following, "The 
lligueron Irce which died is the one which was part of Radio Impaclo's mailing address. 
V.-:- ii tcrcsinig is thai the Costa Rican radio journalist who was assassinated a few days 
ago is the person who bought Radio Impaclo's MW station when they closed down." 

The message that Don received from an unlisted source says, "I lived in Costa Rica Tor 
manv years, and thanks lo your website. 1 now know that I worked about tlirce blocks 
from Radio Impaclo li,r about four of those years. (By the way. ihc lligueron sc murio - 
it has been replaced by a baby fig tree lhat doesn't seem to thrive on car exhaust fumes 
yet. However, for the past eight years directions have changed to: "From Ihc ex- 
higl.eron"). I stumbled onto your website when looking lor information about Parmenio 
Medina (Ihc man who bought the remains of Radio Impacto). He was assassinated a few 
davs ago in Costa Rica, allcr receiving death threats for his controversial radio program. 
This is the first assassination of a political nature in Costa Rica since 1948. His radio 
program. "I.a Palada" constantly poked fun at political figures and publicly revealed 
political corruption. II ran for over 30 years. Il is very ironic lhat he became the owner of 
the equipment lhat once broadcast Radio Impacto." 

KIRK TRUMMKI, : 1964-2001 

We liave an extremely sad piece of news to relay. Janice l-aws forwards word that 
loneiii'ne pirate radio DXer and free radio supporter Kirk Trummcl passed away in 
August al Ihc age of 37. She notes that he died of pancreatic and liver cancer. Kirk's wish 
was thai memorial contributions should be senl to the Sloanc Kettering Institute for 
Cancer Research. She also forwards a phone number for the funeral home, which can 
relax memorial contribution information if you are interested. The number is (217) 935-

Janice notes, and I concur, that Kirk was a great contributor to the free radio scene and 
the free Radio Network. His contributions lo pirate radio were numerous. Kirk did an 
outstanding job as the Dial.ogs column editor in The ACF.. His The Black Hook 
worldwide address list for pirate radio stations was al one lime the most comprehensive 
source for liuropirates and other li ce radio stations. 1 Ic also was a co-author of The Pirate 
Radio Survival Guide. With John Cruzan he founded the Free Radio Network, which 
remains the best pirate radio web site in the whole world. He was involved in the 
production of several pirate radio stations, most notably Radio Doomsday. Although not 
widely known, he was responsible for the most notorious QSL in the history of shortwave

Guy 
sends 111 the following station attachment that he received with his TNFM QS1.. It's 
certainly going lo be of interest to many longtime ACE members. 

t.UF.F.I INGS LISTENERS: I'lease excuse this "form letter" approach, but due to the 
rv.ii ni.iulx.-i ,.! letters that the station has received, this is lar simpler for replying. 
GENERAL INFORMATION: Our transmissions-- currently mono and delivers 15 
walls lo a highly directive antenna system atop a 90' tower. F..R.P. is theoretically 240 
nails aimed al the more populated areas of the (itilf Islands. Our programming is 
generally aimed toward "young adult" listeners and consists mainly of hits from the 60's, 
70's and 80's as well as comedy, local commentary, requests, and some surprises.... Our 
hours are 8P.M. to after 12 midnight i'.T. occasional evenings. 

AM transmissions (shortwave)- O.K. it's time to "fess up". Yours truly is entirely 
responsible tor the SW broadcasts of TNFM. The transmitter is a B&W 5100. This unit 
works tine with no modifications on 41, 22, and 19 meters and delivers 150-180 AM 
walls. I he antenna is a simple cul-to-frequency dipole approx. 70' above ground. 
A UMF.F HISTORY:: TNFM was born atop a Kcnmore automatic washer and dryer 
one rainy, cold November 1 2th afternoon 1982. There 1 discovered that connecting a 
wireless mien. phone lo a cable amplifier and an ordinary Radio Shack FM antenna would 
send a signal approx. 2-1 miles. Well, needless to say the thing picw, in power and 

oihei irresponsible persons said on the air. I tried for a local license which was an all too 
formidable a task. Then, in the summer of 1985, 1 found the B&W. "The Power Station", 
or K.QRO. operated sporadically until last winter. Al that point, 1 just couldn't resist any 
longer and lired up the old TNFM again with excellent response. I got so carried away 
that I tried something 1 had dreamed of for the last lew months - a simulcast on F'M and 
SW which proved to be of great interest to both groups of listeners! My phone has never 
rung so much. The station is funded by my own paycheck; an expensive hobby and worth 
it. So there's the story in a nutshell. I have enclosed a TNFM sticker, and a KQRO QSL 
card (have 250 of the darn' things) lo confirm your reception.

Pirate radio New England QSL from the collection of Ulis R. Fleming 
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Covert Comms 
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Last month I commented on some F6 & U 17 test transmissions I heard on 8157. 
( )n the I 3lh of August I found an open carrier on 6866 kl Iz, and within a few minutes I 
heard the 1 1 I I 117 voice come on repeating 989. Sure enough, it was yet another lest 
transmission. 1 he strange thing about this broadcast was that in between starting & 
lopping, there was an audio tone on lire carrier. It's somewhat unusual for these Russian 
stations to use lones.^ They certainly don'l use loncs in their regular broadcasts, but this 

The message number used in this broadcast was 583. and there were 30 groups in 
the message I his has varied in the different test transmissions I've heard. It makes one 
wonder il they just pick a message number at random & use dummy message groups, or 
if they're actually using old message groups for the tests. Of course it's not really a smart 
idea to use actual message groups for a test broadcast. 

It seems that recently I've heard more test transmissions from these Russian 
stations than actual message broadcasts. 

Hugh Stcgman of California (and editor of Monitoring limes' Utility World 
column) recently reported hearing an odd FSK station on 7984.6 sending random CW It 
sounded as if someone had an old "bug" keyer and was practicing sending Morse code. 
I he signal was also found later on 5345.42. 9084.6. and 9439.6 kHz. all simulkcyed The 
signals seem to be active 24 hours a day. In fact, as I write this. 79K4.6 and 9084.6 & 
94 59.6 are active with fairly good signals here in SE Kansas. 

The signals appear to be some sort of random CW, but the dits & dahs don't form 
any coherent CW pattern. It seems more likely to be some sort of low speed data signal 
al around 1 8 baud. The 850 1 Iz shift used by the station is a popular frequency shift for 
R I TY signals. Also, it appears that the mark/space occasionally alternates. Most likelv 
it is some sort of encrypted RTTY. 

The other main question we have about this signal is, where are the transmitters 
located? Since the signals are strong in North America around the clock, it's a sure bet 
that the transmitter sites are located here. Speculation has the transmitters as being 
located on the west coast of the US. possibly at the NCS at Stockton, CA. Some crude 
D! hearings have been taken, but so far nothing has been conclusive. If only a Tew more 
DXer's could take some DF bearings we may be able to pinpoint the transmitter location 
I nlorlunalcly. I can't do that with my vertical or random wire antennas.
